EU Widens 
Retaliation lo U.S. 
Trade Measures 

BRUSSELS — The European 
Commission has widened its pro- 
posed retaliation to recent U.S. 
trade legislation to cover the ef- 
fects of the d' Amato Bill, which 
seeks to quash dealings with Iran 
and Libya. 

A spokesman for the commis- 
sion — the European Union's ex- 
ecutive — confirmed on Sunday 
that the d'Amato Bill had been 
added to a list of measures the 
EU was taking to fight the 
Helms-Burton Act, Washington's 
controversial anti-Cuba laws. 

The move is sure to irritate 
Washington officials who had 
hoped a high-profile campaign by 
their envoy Stuart Eizenstat last 
month had put fee transatlantic 
trade row on the back burner until 
after the November U.S. presi- 
dential elections. 

The commission spokesman 
said the d'Amato Bill was added 
as a “written procedure’’ on Fri- 
day to a list of measures being fi- 
nalized for agreement by foreign 
ministers of the EU's 15 slates.

Strong Economy: Bulwark 
Against Foreign Influence 


T he Governor of Iran's Central Bank (CBI), Mohsen Nour- 
bakhsh, recently announced that Iran has already paid back 
$15 billion of its total $29.7 billion foreign loans and that the 
remainder will be paid within three years. 

According to Nourbakhsh, the country's hard currency reserves 
have increased by S2J> billion over the past six months. Iran's 
repayment of a bit over half of its debts and the increase in its 
foreign currency reserves may be ascribed to the foreign exchange 
regulations introduced by the CBI just a couple of months ago. 

Nevertheless, the CBI officials should bear in mind that liberali- 
zation and globalization of economy will by no means promote the 
economy and further the interests of Iran, which is a developing 
country. As a matter of fact, being overenthusiastic about realizing 
the above objectives, the former CBI governor Mohammad Hossein 
Adeli enforced some foreign exchange regulations which had abso- 
utely detrimental effect on the country's economy. 

While Adeli was holding office, the country underwent huge and 
steady outflows, both legal and illegal, of foreign currency. And 
unfortunately, the currency was spent on luxury goods, which were 
imported both legally and illegally, despite the country's urgent 
need for medicine and a score of other essential commodities. 

II is an established fact that the Islamic Republic of Iran cannot 
remain committed to the ideals of the Islamic Revolution in the face 
of plots and conspiracies hatched by global arrogance if it b not 
economically strong enough. Thus, adopting reckless economic 
policies by some officials will definitely undermine the resistance 
and struggle of the stalwart Iranian people against the arrogant 
powers. 

The rich and economically strong nations tend to Latin Ameri- 
canize other parts of the world through entangling them in the evil 
trap of foreign debts in order to exploit their natural resources and 
manipulate them politically. 

It is obvious that the World Bank and the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF) would not lend money to any country unless it brings 
its economy in line with their prescription, practically devaluating 
its national currency, eliminating subsidies, and opening its door to 
foreign investors. In fact any of the above measures demanded by 
the IMF or the World Bank should be taken following a careful study 
of circumstances prevalent in that country. No doubt it b a blunder 
to blindly act upon the instructions ordered by the international 
monetary bodies without paying due attention to the factors in- 
volved in the country's economy. 

The present foreign exchange regulations seem to have played a 
successful part in checking the outflow of foreign currency. Taking 
into account the necessity of adopting stable regulations, the CBI 
should by all means avoid taking trial-and-error measures, which 
wit! certainly wreak havoc on the country's economy.

TEHRAN - Russia’s annual infla- 
tion rale for consumer goods will 
;£?toi exceed 25 percent, a 10-fold 
decrease from 1995. Economics 
Minister Yevgeny Yasin told a 
press conference yesterday. 

Yasin said the August decrease 
in consumer prices, the first ever 
since the country embarked on the 
road of economic reforms, shows 
that Russia, on the whole, has ful- 
filled its objective of financial sta-

(ODS). 

Some 75 percent of the 
world’s population in the devel- 
oping world and in countries with 
economies in transition have yet 
to begin reducing their ods con- 
sumption as of today, the second 
international day for preservaton 
of ozone layer. 

Some 25 percent have nearly 
completed the phase-out of ods as 


called for in the Montreal Proto- 
col on substances that deplete the 
ozone layer, said the press release 
adding that 157 countries have 
ratified the protocol. 

According to the UNEP, “in- 
dustrialized countries will phase 
out methyl bromide by the year 
2010 and developing countries 
have agreed to freeze it by 2002 
at average 1995-98 levels.”

TEHRAN - Foreign Minister Ali 
Akbar Velayati here yesterday 
termed foe outcome of the ex- 
traordinary session of foreign 
minis ters of the Economic Coop- 
eration Organization (ECO) as a 
big stride towards emergence of 
an independent organization. 

Velayati, back from the Turk- 
ish port-city of Izmir where tbe 
ECO session was held, told 
IRNA that die foreign ministers 
of the ten member states endorsed 
changes to be carried out for two 
years from foe beginning of the 
year 1997. 

He said that over the past 
years various commissions and 
institutes of. ECO had been per- 
suing activities related to regional 
cooperation in such fields as avia- 
tion, banking and insurance, but 
the decisions taken at Izmir stipu- 
late that the said ograns should 
function with greater authority 
and power under the ECO at its 
headquarters. 

After two years' ECO would be 
t rans formed into a fully inde- 
pendent organization tike other 
world organizations and that Te- 
hran will be the site of its perma- 
nent headquarters, he added. 

ECO, founded by Iran, Turkey 
and Pakistan, was later expanded 
to tbe included Turkmenistan, 
Azerbaijan, Kazakhstan, Kyrghiz- 
istan, Uzbekistan, Tajikistan and 
Afghanistan. 


The Iranian foreign minister 
referred to Erbakan's visit to Iran 
last month and the new develop- 
ments in the two countries*' eco- 
nomic relations, pointed out that 
Iran-Turkey trade exchanges 
would total at least $2.5 billions 
annually in light of the coopera- 
tion accords reached between Te- 
hran and Ankara. 

He added that foe executive 
work for foe gas pipeline project 
for supply of Iranian gas to Tur- 
key would start during the forth- 
coming visit to Ankara of Ir anian 
Oil Mini ster Ghohmreza 
Aqazadeh. 

Referring to American med- 
dlings in the internal affairs of 
Iraq, Velayati said that during 
talks with senior Turkish offi- 
cials, be expressed the opposition 
of Islamic Iran to interference of 
any other country in Iraq, and 
stressed that Iraqi problems 
should be resolved by foe Iraqi 
people themselves. 

“Iraqi Kurds should solve their 
problems at the negotiating ta- 


ble,” he said, adding that foe cur- 
rent infighting among foe Iraqi 
Kurds should not serve as a pre- 
text for the presence of hegemon- 
ist powers in the region. 

Answering a question on Iran- 
Turkey border issues, Velayati 
said that Turkish concerns about 
security problems in its southeast 
parts are understandable and that 
Turkish security problems would 
be resolved through a realistic 
view and cooperation by other re- 
gional s tates . 

“During talks with Turkish of- 
ficials it was decided that Turkish 
security problems should be re- 
viewed and resolved through co- 
operation and mutual 
understanding and without being 
influenced by the insinuations of 
the enemies,'' he added. 

The Iranian foreign minister 
made it clear that the false reports 
.and baseless accusations will not 
help Turkey resolve its security 
problems and that foe Islamic Re- 
public of Iran has always proved 
that it is keen to build trust and 
friendship with its neighbors.

Banani: Kurdistan Seeks 
Negotiations With Baghdad 


DUBAI — The status of Iraqi 
Kurdistan should be resolved 
through .^negotiations with Bagh- 
dad, the leader of the Iraqi- 
backed Kurdistan Democratic 
Party (KDP) said in an interview 
published Monday. 

“We believe that Kurdistan is 
part of Iraq and we realize the 
importance, indeed the need to 
preserve the territorial sover- 
eignty of Iraq,** KDP chief Mas- 
sud Barzani told the Arab 
newspaper AI Hayat. 

“The most natural way to re- 
solve the Kurdish question is still 
through negotiations ... with the 
central government,’* he said, “ 
on the basis of democracy in Iraq, 
pluralism, free elections and fed- 
eralism.” 

Barzani indicated, however, 
that a return of Iraqi government 
control over the Kurdish-domi- 
nated areas of northern Iraq was 


not likely in the short-term. 

Northern Iraq had been under 
the protection of allied forces 
since the 1991 Persian Gulf war, 
but Iraqi leader Saddam Hussein 
managed to regain a foothold in 
the region in a joint offensive 
with KDP forces on August 31 on 
the main city of Arbil. 

The Iraqi-backed KDP went 
on to rout forces of the Patriotic 
Union of Kurdistan (PUK) from 
most of northern Iraq, sending 
tens of thousands of Kurds fleeing 
for the Iraqi borders with Iran 
and Turkey. 

The United States launched 
two waves of Cruise missile at- 
tacks on southern Iraq on Septem- 
ber 3 and 4 to punish Iraq for the 
military intervention into the 
Kurdish “safe haven” in northern 
Iraq.

British media raised hopes at 
the weekend the Irish Republi- 
can Army might be moving to- 
wards a new truce in its guerrilla 
war to end British rule jo North- 
ern Ireland by holding a historic 
“army convention”, its first for 
ten years. 

They said a conference on the 
state of the Irish language to be 
sponsored by the Irish Republi- 
can Army's political wing, Sinn 
Fein, could provide a venue for 
IRA guerrillas to decide the fu- 


ture of the IRA’s bombing cam- 
paign. 

But a Sinn Fein spokesman 
told Reuters: “We can reject any 
claim that this year's Slogadh 
(conference) is anything other 
than what it is - an Irish lan- 
guage conference.” 

“It is not a cover for the IRA. 
It is a public event open to Irish 
language activists and the me- 
dia.” 

London's Sunday Times re- 
ported that British security 
sources felt that a rare IRA con- 
vention might be held soon to 
decide the future of a bombing 
campaign that is blocking Sinn 
Fein from a seat in multi-party 
peace talks.

Boy Safely Ends "Poland Should Claim Back 


Pacific Journey 


Gold Looted by Nazis" 


SAN FRANaSCO, California - 
A 14-year-old Japanese boy has 
ended bis arduous solo sailboat 
journey from Japan to the United 
States, cruising under the Golden 
Gate Bridge and into the record 
books. 

Subaru Takahashi’s 9,600- 
kilometer (6,000 mile) trip began 
July 22 on the coast of 
Yumenoshima in Tokyo Bay. 

He was feared lost at sea after 
his radio equipment brake down in 
mid-August but those fears were 
proved groundless when the U.S. 
coast guard received a radio report 
from a Canadian man sailing in 
San Francisco Bay whom Taka- 
hashi hailed around 2140 GMT. 

A resident of Niigata Prefec- 
ture in central Japan, he is the 
youngest person known to have 
sailed die Pacific alone. 

Coast guard cutters escorted 
the boy and his malfunctioning 
sailboat to a yacht club in Tiburon. 
California, on the eastern side of 
San Francisco Bay. 

His parents, friends and a me- 
dia throng awaited the young 
mariner. 

After setting sail from 
Yumenoshima. an artificial island 
built on top of a pile of garbage, 
the boy was plagued by problems 
that included battery and engine 
trouble in his first week out 

His radio signals were blocked 
by sunspot activity in early August 
and contact with him was last 
made August 16. 

At that time, he radioed that he 
was 4,464 kilometers (2,790 
miles) west of San Francisco. Me- 
chanical breakdowns had left him 


without engine or electrical 
power. 

Among the things he had to 
make do without was the equip- 
ment that automatically kept him 
on the right course. He had only 
the wind to rely on to get him to 
California. 

Such daredevil feats by young- 
sters fell under the spotlight in the 
United States this year after a 
seven-year-old California girl, 
Jessica Dubroft died Uying to be- 
come the youngest person to pilot 
an airplane across the country. 

Takahashi has canoed since he 
was five years old and crossed the 
Sack) Strait in the Sea of Japan 
when he was nine. He did not start 
training for his Pacific odyssey 
until March of this year. 

The boy underwent 500 hours 
. of intensive training with yachting 
experts before departing. 

After dropping the anchor of 
his boat the "advantage" off the 
Tiburon coast, the boy said his ad- 
venture was a prelude to a bigger 
dream, sailing solo around the 
world. 

Takahashi is a third-year stu- 
dent of a junior high school in 
Shirana, Niigata Prefecture, on the 
Japan sea. 

For now he is savoring the joy 
of his achievement He said that 
after sighting the California coast, 
he grew too excited to sleep and 
could not stop smiling. 

Priorto his stepping asltore Fri- 
day. the record books listed the 
youngest person to have crossed 
the Pacific alone as Kenichi Hone 
of Japan. He was 23 when he made 
his trip in 1962. (aFP) . 


WARSAW, Poland - Poland 
should claim back the gold that the 
Nazis looted when they occupied 
the country daring World War H, 
Krzysztof Skubiszewski. a former 
foreign minister said Saturday. 

Last Tuesday, the British gov- 
ernment said that the Nazis looted 
more than $550 million in gold 
and valuables — now worth over 
$6 billion — in the countries they 
invaded before and during the war. 
The report said that most of the 
gold was looted from Jews and 
stashed in Swiss banks. 

"Poland should claim back the 
gold looted from the citizens and 
from institutions,” Skubiszewski 
said in a letter published on the 
front page of the national daily 
Gazeta Wyborcza. 

"This is a question of restitu- 
tion, not of compensation for war 
damages," he said. 

The United States and its allies, 
who knew of the plunder at the 
time, recovered part of the loot 
after the war, but not Poland, 
which the Allies had left under 
Moscow's influence, behind the 
Iron Curtain. 

Skubiszewski, foreign minister 
from 1989 until 1993. said that the 
gold looted from Jews who have 
no inheritors, should be given to 
proper Jewish organizations. 
Some 3.5 million Jews. or a tenth 
of the countiy’s population lived 
in Poland before the war. 

He suggested that state offices 
should establish whose gold was 
taken, to make restitution possible 
to those individuals and institu- 
tions.

Secrets of Ancient China 
Displayed But Mysteries Remain 


LONDON - Relics - of a Chinese 
kingdom which vanished 3,000 
years ago, and had long been 
known only from a poem, have 
gone on display at the British 
museum. 

Officials from Beijing say the 
exhibits are the most remarkable 
finds made in the past decade of 
archaeological excavation in 
China. Some of the relics are so 
mysterious that Chinese and 
Western experts will be arguing 
about them for years to come. 

A bronze figure of a man more 
than seven feet (2. 1 meters) tali, as 
well as bronze heads, a bronze 
mask with bulbous eyes and huge 
ears, bronze vessels, fragments of 
trees made of bronze with birds 
perching in them, jades and frag- 
ments of gold are the centerpiece 
of the show, "Mysteries of An- 
cient China: New Discoveries 
from the Early Dynasties”. 

The exhibition opened Friday 
and continues through January 5. 

The finds from the lost king- 
dom were dug up at Sanxingdui in 
Guanghan County, Sichuan Prov- 
ince, from pits that also~heId tusks 
of elephants which once roamed 
widely in China. 

"These finds could be the start 
of rewriting our earliest history*” 
Chen Lie, archaeologist ami senior 
curator of the China Cultural Rel- 
ies Promotion Center in Beijing, 
said at a preview of the exhibition. 

"It used to be thought that Chi- 
nese civilization developed in the 
Valleys of the Yellow and Yang- 
tze rivers but the Gunngitnn finds 
prove there were other tribal 
groups developing ai the same 
level elsewhere. The life-size 
bronze shows great technical skill 


and suggests it was made in an 
organized society with a long his- 
tory," he said in an interview. 

"The contents of the pits were 
either the remains of a sacrificial 
ceremony or were buried when the 
region was invaded by barbarians 
or neighbors. The kingdom disap- 
peared from history — we don’t 
know why — and as there were no 
historical records its existence was 
known only from an early Tang 
Dynasty poem by Li Bai about 
1.700 years later The poem tells 
of the difficulty of visiting the re- 
gion because of mountains around 
it," Chen said. 

The decoration on the bronze 
vessels is similar to that of China’s 
first great Bronze Age dynasty , the 
Sbang, which flourished for about 
500 years before 1000 BC. It is 
presumed there was some contact 
between the two kingdoms. 

The exhibition begins with pot- 
tery and jade finds of the Neolithic 
Period starting about 4500 BC and 
continues through the Shang, 
Zhou. Qua and Han dynasties. 

There are large stone carvings, 
necklaces, pieces of silk over 
2,000 years old, sets of bronze 
bells which can still be played, 
hair ornaments, early texts burned 
into the shoulder blade of an ox 
and the breastplate of a turtle and 
large bronze objects in wheel or 
diamond shapes whose purpose is 
a mystery. 

A jade burial suit designed to 
aid the immortality of Prince Liu 
Shcng w|x> died in U3 BC is dis- 
played. one of more Hun 40 such 
suilsfoimd in tombs of rulers and 
nristocmis. It consists or 2.498 
small jade plaques and would have 
taken 10 years to make as Use min-

I IDS in South ATrica is 
spreading faster than else- 
where on the continent. and 
is havifw a devastating impact 

On people’s health and lives 

Currently. the incidence of AIDS 

doubles every 12 or 13 months! 
Anonymous blood testing shows 

mat one in 10 pregnant women 
in South Africa is HIV positive. 

Transmission of HIV in 
South Africa is mostly hetero- 
sexual. Since HIV passes more 
'©Sdily from men to women than 
from women to men. more 
women than men are infected. 
Many women fall ill with AIDS 
in their early 20s. having con- 
tracted the virus in their teens. 

The rising death rate from 
AIDS will have a far-icaching 
effect on society. Educational 
and care-providing services will 
be hit especially severely sirce 
L^j&st nurses and school teachers 
are women. 

The impact on children will 
be devastating. 1 Already in some 
provinces recent gams made 
through child survival cam- 
paigns have been reversed be- 
cause of AIDS. One of three 
babies bom to HIV-positive 
mothers contracts HIV and will 
die in a few years after pro- 


longed illness, chronic diarrhoea, 
and weight loss. Also, millions 
of children will be orphaned. 
Currently, non-gove rnm e nta l or- 
ganizations are trying to provide 
for AIDS orphans, bur NGOs 
will probably be unable to cope 
with the growing numbers. 

Paradoxically, some social 
scientists predict that the escalat- 
ing AIDS disaster may spur a 
radical restructuring of society, 
with a return to the extended 
family and communal living. 
They suggest that the current 
high rales of youth violence and 
membership in gang?; is in part a 
consequence of the dysfunction 
Of tile nuclear famil y 

In the ’modem’ nuclear fam- 
ily, introduced by the white rul- 
ing class, children are often left 
alone for long periods while both 
parents work (or look for work). 
There is a losss Of community 
and peer support Single mothers 
abound. 

Lost to a large extent is the 
social fabric of caring and shar- 
ing of traditional African village 
structure, which provided a sup- 
portive communal environment 
for children. In the old days, sev- 
eral related families lived in a 
circle of hots and shared re- 
sources. food, child care, and 


other responsibilities with one 
another, like one big close-knit 
family. 

The roots of snch coxmxHmal 
living run deep. Social scientists 
predict that the AIDS pandemic 
may, in the long run, forge the 
way toward a more caring and 
humane social order, one in 
which cooperation and basic 
needs are more important than 
competition and economic 
growth. Nevertheless the h uman 
suffering from ihe AIDS pan- 
demic- with so much protracted 
sickness and death- will be tre- 
mendous. 

Trials are underway to deter- 
mine the safely and effectiveness 
of a topical viricidal agent called 
N-9 that can be sprayed into the 
vagina. The thin coaling of N-9 
reduces the spread of HIV. both 
from man to woman and from 
woman to man. A new prepara- 
tion with a biological adhering 
agent is said to provide protec- 
tion for up to 24 hours. 

Such technologies may be 
helpful. But sooner or later 
South Africa- like the rest of the 
world- wiD need to face the fact 
that technological fixes are not 
sufficient to cope with AIDS and 
other monumental problems 
whose roots are social and politi- 
cal. The spread of AIDS, like the 
growing violence; is linked to 
extreme poverty and gross in- 
equality between classes, races 
and gender. 

The only long-term solution 
to the crises of our times will 


come through redistribution of 
resources, wealth and power. 
The new South Africa- with the 
leadership of Nelson Mandela, 
and with a strong popular base 
bom from the long struggle for 
racial equality- is in a better po- 
sition than many countries to op- 
pose the dehumanizing 
market-friendly model of devel- 
opment 

It has the opportunity to em- 
brace a model of development 
based on equity, which favors 
the needy before the greedy. It 
has the possibility to build 
ing society which strives for the 
well-being of all through coop- 
eration, rather than the prosper- 
ity of a select few through 
competition. In today’s troubled 
w , orid such alternative is sorely 
needed. 

Achieving such a people- 
friendly alterative for develop- 
ment will not be easy. The 
globalized market is not kind to 
natrons that put human need be- 
fore economic growth. If South 
Africa is to succeed in turning 
lire tide toward a more egalitar- 
ian paradigm of development, it 
will need support from a coali- 
tion of progressive grassroots 
movements around the world.

Against Violence 



CHICAGO — Large numbers of 
parents in the United States are 
stomping out of movie theaters and 
turning offTV sets because of overt 
violence in entertainment, a survey 
said recently. . 

‘Tt is clear that the time has 
come to stop this media madness, 
and parents across America know 
it," said John Nelson, a trustee of 
the American Medical Association 
which funded the poll. 

The survey found that 66 percent 
of all adults among the 800 people 
questioned had turned off a TV 
program or left a movie theater 
because of violence on the screen. 
Among parents who were in the 
company of children the turn-off, 
walk-out level was 75 percent. 

The survey also said 68 percent 
of parents want a stronger movie 
rating system. 81 percent want a 
rating system tor TV shows and 
computer games and 72 percent 
want one for music. 

“Our kids spend more time to- 
day learning about life through me- 
dia than any other source. Wb know 
media violence leads to real life 
violence, ” said Nelson, an obste- 
trician from Salt Lake City who is 
the father of eight. 

“Our children learn by example, 
whether it be from positive role 
models like caring parents, Mr. Ro- 
gers, Michael Jordan or from de- 
structive influences like Mortal 
Komhat, Gangsta Rap, Power 
Rangers and Terminator One and 
Two," he added. 

“Not only is our country's over- 
dose of media violence contribut- 
ing to a generation of individuals 
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who are aggressive and insolent, 
they are young people who are also 
suffering the effects of couch potato 
syndrome and brain drain," said 
Nelson. 

His comments were prepared for 
delivery at a news conference at the 
headquarters of the largest U.S. 
doctors’ group at which the survey 
was to be released. 

The AM A also said it was dis- 
tributing a physician's guide to me- 
dia violence to 60,000 doctors to 
help educate them and in turn if^T 
patients on the dangers of violence 
in entertainment. 

David Walsh, founder of the Na- 
tional Institute on Media and the 
Family who helped the AMA draw 
up the guidelines, said **!t is tragi- 
cally ironic that at the very time we 
are wringing our hands about vio- 
lent behavior among young people, 
we are simultaneously entertaining 
them with it." 

The telephone survey was con- 
ducted early last month by Global 
Strategy Group Inc. of New York 
and had an error rate of plus or 
minus 3.5 percent. (Reuter)

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Indonesia’s Megawati Seen Cast to Sidelines 


JAKARTA — Indonesia's main 
opposition figure is expected to be 
sidelined this week as lists of 
candidates for next year's 
parliamentary elections are 
finalized with her name 
conspicuous by its absence, 
analysts said. 

The government no longer rec- 
ognizes Megawati Sukarnoputri 
as an official of the Christian-na- 
tionalist Indonesian Democratic 
Party (PDI) she once led and she 
has refused to accept any offer of 
compromise with a government- 
backed parly rival. 

Megawati is the chief symbol 
of dissent against President 
Suharto's government 

Indonesia's three recognized 
political panics, including the 
PDI, must submit Ihcirlists of can- 
didates for the elections on Mon- 
day. 

Dropping her from the PDI list 
would be the culmination of a 
four-month campaign by the gov- 
ernment to stifle Megawati's 
growing popularity and ensure slic 


docs not pose a threat to the ruling 
Golkar Party, analysts and diplo- 
mats said. 

Megawati, daughter of late 
founding President Sukarno, has 
faced near continuous pressure 
since June when she was ousted 
from the PDI leadership by the 
govcmmcnt-backcd faction. 

Last week, the military said 
Megawati and her supporters had 
no right to conduct political activi- 
ties and that their inauguration of 
a new party headquarters was un- 
acceptable. 

On Saturday, immigration offi- 
cials at Jakarta's International Air- 
port initially prevented her from 
leaving on a weekend trip to Sin- 
gapore but she was later allowed 
to travel after insisting on being 
shown written instructions ban- 
ning her from leaving the country. 

There appears little Megawati 
can do in response except to con- 
tinue her campaign for political 
rehabilitation, analysts said. 

“The arena of fighting now is 
not to get the formal position in 



Parliament, which she knows sne 
is not geuing,'but basically to ex- 
pose that this is unfair and it is not 
legitimate." said political com- 
mentator Aricf Budiman. 

Golkar, PDI and the Muslim- 
oriented United Development 
Party 1 (PPP) are the only three po- 
litical entities permitted by the 
government to contest parliamen- 
tary elections. 


Megawati has said her ousting 
is illegal and is challenging it in 
court but the government has said 
it no longer recognizes her as a 
political leader. 

Her supporters and other activ- 
ists held almost daily protest ral- 
lies at the PDI headquarters in 
Jakarta after the ousting. On July 
27, police stormed the headquar- 
ters, setting off riots in the city in 
which at least five people died and 
scores of buildings and vehicles 
were set ablaze. 

A strong government crack- 
down alter the riots, which saw the 
worst violence in the city for over 
two decades, has since brought 
about a forced calm but analysts 
have said considerable dissatisfac- 
tion stilj prevails. 

More than 200 people were 
taken into custody and several 
charged with subversion, a crime 
punishable by death. Megawati 
has not been detained but has been 
questioned three limes by authori- 
ties in connection with the riots. 

Mochtar Buchori. a columnist 


close to Megawati, said Iter cam- 
paign against the government 
would continue despite the pres- 
sure. 

“Whether the movement is le- 
gal or extralegal, it will still be a 
movement." he said. "She will 
still be in politics. Site will still 
exist.” 

‘ ‘This is the struggle of the peo- 
ple who have no real power. The 
struggle is symbolic but it is not 
really abstract. I think it is useful, 
but for the future." said Budiman. 

Both added however that 
Megawati's focus appeared re- 
stricted to regaining the leadership 
of the PDI at its next congress in 
1998. 

In the meantime, dissent 
against the government appears to 
have no outlet, one Western diplo- 
mat said. “The pressure cooker 
seems to have been made a little 
bit tighter, and that’s not a good 
thing." the diplomat said. 
“There's a general feeling of dis- 
satisfaction that can ignite at any 
moment”

World Solar Summit Aims to Harness Sun for Development

HARARE — The first world solar 
summit, an offshoot of the Earth 
Summit in Rio tie Janeiro in 1992. 
opened in Harare Monday with the 
ambitious aim of harassing the 
sun’s energy for the world's poor. 

The summit is expected to pro- 
duce a world solar program for the 
years 1996-2005. 

But it got off to a lethargic start 
with most of the heads of state or 
government invited apparently 
lacking the energy to attend a pre- 
liminary meeting on Saturday. 

The Zimbabwean government 
says 25 heads of state or govern- 
ment are due to attend the two-day 
summit, but just two of the 14 
world solar commissioners arrived 
in Harare in time for Saturday's 
meeting of the commission. 

They are Malaysian Prime Min- 
ister Mahathir Mohammad and 
President Sards r Farooq Ahmad 
Khan Leghari of Pakistan. 


The others — including King 
Juan Carlos of Spain, Chinese 
President Jiang Zemin, Austrian 
Chancellor Franz Vranitzky, Is- 
raeli Prime Minister Benjamin Ne- 
tanyahu, Palestinian leader 'fosser 
Arafat and South African President 
Nelson Mandela — sent repre- 
sentatives. 

Delegates from some 80 coun- 
tries are expected for the summit 
proper on Monday and Tuesday. 

Zimbabwean President Robert 
Mugabe is chairman of the Wirid 
Solar Commission (WSC), a crea- 
tion of the World Solar Summit 
Process (WSSP) launched in Paris 
in 1993 by UNESCO, other UN 
agencies and non-governmental or- 
ganizations. 

The summit aims to win political 
support for the use of renewable 
energy sources, promote training 
and research and demonstrate that

“Through solar energy we can

One of the major problems usu- 
ally associated with solar energy is 
its high initial cost, but UNESCO 
says this is because not enough 
effort has been put into its develop- 
ment *

“Political leaders are vastly un- 
derestimating the influence of 
water scarcity on food production, 
natural systems and regional peace 
and stability,'' Wbrfdwatcb senior 
fellow Sandra Pastel said. 

“As a result, some unpleasant 
surprises may lie in store.” 

By 2025, the institute noted in a 
new study by Pastel, three billion 
people — 40 percent of the world's 
population — could be living in 
countries suffering from chronic 
water shortages. 

Warldwatch described the devel- 
opment of new water resources as 
a costly venture. 

Instead, it called for investment 
in water recycling programs and 
leak repairs, as well as more ra- 
tional pricing and water sharing 
agreements among countries de- 
pendent on the same river. 

“Worldwide, at least 214 rivers 
flow through two or more coun- 
tries, but no enforceable law gov- 
erns the allocation and use of 
international waters, ” according to 


a Wbrldwatch statement. Issued to 
mark the release of dividing the 
waters. 

Competition for increasingly 
scarce supplies of fresh water en- 
dangers social and political stabil- 
ity. The report cited water-related 
tension in the major river basins of 
the Middle East — the Jordan, the 
Nile and Tigris-Euprates — and in 
Asia, notably around the Ganges 
and the Aral Sea. 

It cited in particular the Jordan 
river basin, which figured in an 
interim agreement signed hy Israel 
and the Palestinians in 1995. 

The accord recognized that ftd- 
esfinians living on the V&st Bank, 
which Israel captured in 1967, had 
rights to the territory's groundwa- 
ter. 

“Bui on a per capita basis, Is- 
raeli settlers on the West Bank use 
about four times more water than 
neighboring Palestinians, and pay 
about a third as much per cubic 
meter,” according to Worldwatch. 

As the amount of water that can 
be reliably supplied to formers de- 
clines, and as 87 million more peo- 
ple are added to the world's 
population each year, food security 
is jeopardized.

A spokesman for the office said 
the firms were suspected of inciting 
criminal activity and advertising 
for a terrorist group because they 
had foiled to block access to the 
left-wing Internet page “Radikal 
154 . 

Among other things, the elec- 
tronic site provides instructions on ' 
how to sabotage railway lines. 
Prosecutors consider it to be terror- 
ist propaganda. 

On Friday, the page was still 
available via major Internet provid- 
er* CompuServe Inc. AOL and T- 
Online, the on-line service of tele- 
communications giant Deutsche 
Telekom. 

AOL said in a statement that it 
was technically impossible to block 
the server where “Radikal” origi- 
nated, and that the page was any- 
way now available via at least 30 


other servers and in thousands of 
electronic copies. 

Authorities have heen getting 'in- 
creasingly frustrated that radical 
left- or right-wing material whose 
distribution is a criminal offence in 
Germany can he picked up here on 
the Internet from computers in for- ■ 
agn countries. The server where 
“Radikal” originates is located in 
the Netherlands. 

Firms giving access to the In- 
ternet — a network of interlinked 
computers providing access to mil- 
lions of electronic pages — say they 

are no more responsible for the 
contents than a telephone company 
is for the conversations it carries.

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UN Assembly opens Amid Row 
Over Secretary-General 
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IXOTIED NATIONS —-nve sis, 
annual session of tie General 
Assembly opens on Tuesday 
under a cloud of intrigue, with the 
’ United States.vowing to block a 
second term for Secretary -General 
Boutros Boutros-Ghali. 

The atrooiqiherc will contrast 
. sharply with the harmony prevail- 
ing at ls&t year's 50th anniversary 
celebrations when Boutros-Ghali, 
whose five-year term expires at 
the end of this year; was hailed by 
more than 150 world leaders. 

Fewer than 40 world leaders 
are expected this time, though 
scores offoreign ministers "will, as 
usual, take part in the three- week 
general debate scheduled to begin 
on September 23. 

President Bill Clinton ad- 
, dresses the assembly on Septem- 
ber 24, followed the same day by 
Russian Foreign Minister 
Yevgeny Primakov and British 
Foreign Secretary Malcolm 
; Rifldnd, and in the afternoon by 
Polish President, Aleksander 
Kwasniewski and Japanese Prime 
Minister Ryutaro Hashnoofo. 

The foreign ministe rs of Ger- 
many, China and France are listed 
to speak the following day. 

The assembly this year will be 
presided overby Ismail Razali, 57, 
Malaysia's veteran UN envoy, 
who has shepherded a number of 
UN bodies through difficult nego- 
tiations. 

The dispute over who should 
steer the world body into the 21st 
century is certain to be a prime 
topic of bickering and bargaining 
among the diplomats Socking to 
New York. 

Although Boutros-Ghali has 
wide support among UN mem- 
bers, the Clinton administration 
insists it will not relent, even after 
the Nov. 5 U.S. elections, in its 
opposition to another term for the 
74^year-oId Egyptian. It says a 
new helmsman is needed to reform 
the world body whose perennial 


penury is, ironically, due in large 
measure to the U.S. foflurc to pay 
its $1 billion debt on time. 

A secretary -general is ap- 
pointed by the 185-member Gen- 
eral Assembly on the 
recommendation of the 15-nation 
Security Council whose livp per- 
manent members — the United 
States, Russia, Britain, China and 
France —cadi has a veto. 

With Boutros-Ghali showing 
no sign of bowing out, the situ- 
ation resembles an immovable ob- 
ject about to encounter an 
irresistible force. 

Expected to be a pervasive fea- 
ture of the session is the crisis 
sparked by the recent entry oflraqi 
troops into Kurdish-inhabited 
northern Iraq for the first time 
since the end of the 1991 Persian 
Gulf war. 

Though not an issue for the as- 
sembly — and one on which the 
Security Council itself is divided 
— the repercussions of Iraq’s ac- 
tion and the U.S. response in firing 
cruise missiles is bound to preoc- 
cupy the visiting dignitaries. 

Another issue of broad con- 
cern, though also not on the as- 
sembly agenda, will be the 
year-end deadline for withdraw- 
ing the NATO-led peace keeping 
operation in Bosnia and the need 
to replace it, probably by a smaller 
more flexible force. 

Lending an upbeat note to the 
start of the session will be the 
opening for signature of a Com- 
prehensive Nuclear Test Ban 
Treaty adopted by the assembly 
earlier this month. Though en- 
dorsed by a huge majority, it is 
uncertain whenthe treaty might 
enter into force since that requires 
ratification by all 44 countries 
with a nuclear capability, and In- 
dia, at least, has vowed not to do 
so in the foreseeable future. 

The Middle East peace process 
is likety to come under sharper 
scrutiny in view of the slowing of 


negotiations between Israel and 
the Palestinians and a virtual 
standstill on the Israel-Syria track. 

Among the other issues are: 

* Cuba — The United States 
will undergo its annua l UN 
roasting over its economic 
sanctions ag ain st Cuba, on 
grounds that Washington is 
trying to impose its legiria- 

r tion on other countries. This 
line of attack will be sharp- 
ened this year because new 
U.S. cuibs directed against 
Libya and Iran for alleged 
involvement in terrorism are 
regarded by many as another 
attempt to foist American 
policy on others. 

* Taiwan — For the fourth 
time in as many years, a pro- 
posal to discuss UN mem- 
bership for Taiwan is certain 
to be smothered in the as- 
sembly’s steering commit- 
tee, again preventing its 
inscription ou the agenda. 
Pressed by about a score of 

African, Caribbean and Cen- 
tral American countries, the 
initiative is fought tooth and 
nail by Beijing: which took 
over China’s UN seat from 
Taiwan in 1971. 

* Council elections — Elec- 

tions to fill five Security 
Council seals which foil va- 
cant at the end of the year 
may provide some suspense. 
Australia, Sweden and Por- 
tugal are aD vying for places 
now filled by Italy and Ger- 
many, and India and Japan 
contesting a seat held by In- 
donesia.

A total of 500,000 photographs 
of eight-year-olds Julie Lejeune 
and Melissa Russo, who were ab- 
ducted last year, sexually abused 
then left to starve to death, were 
collected within 24 hours from 
post offices all over Belgium. 

Simultaneously, revelations 
about tire 1991 murder of former 
Socialist Minister Andre Cools, 
implicating several of his former 
colleagues, have reinforced calls 
for an overbad ofthe political sys- 
tem andjudiciary and for new laws 

to dose existing loopholes. 

On Friday, theLejenne and 
Russo parents presided at a meet- 
ing in liege of relatives of young 


people abducted or who have dis- 
appeared during tire past ten years 
in Belgium. 

"Today, we have the great re- 
sponsibility of never letting peo- 
ple forget, of refusing to allow 
ourselves to be fobbed oft with 
promises which are never kept, 
draft legislation which gathers 
dust in the drawee and parliamen- 
tary debates which lead nowhere," 
Carinno Russo, the mother of 
Melissa said. 

In a Belgium still split along 
linguistic lines between French- 
speaking Walloons and the Flem- 
ish, the mobilization in both 
communities is particularly sym- 
bolic.

Australia Urged to Cut 
Immigration Further 


SYDNEY — The number of 
spouse visas granted each year 
will need to be capped to keep 
migrant numbers down, an 
Australian immigration researcher 
said. 

Limits on other family reunion 
categories may also have to be 
toughened if visa applications do 
not drop. Bob Bine!! of Monash 
University's Center for Popula- 
tion and Urban Research said. 

Binell also warned the number 
of overseas-trained doctors enter- 
ing Australia would have to be cut, 
to help local medical students. 

IBs study showed 340 over- 
seas-trained doctors were ex- 
pected to enter Australia each 
year, despite attempts to cut an 
oversupply of medical practitio- 
ners. 

Immigration Minister Philip 
Ruddock announced in July that 
the family reunion intake, which 
includes spouses, fiances, parents 
and children, would be cut by 
13.800 this year to 36,700. 

Parents’ visas were to be

shore) just to spouses and fiances 
— strongly implying that spouse 
visas as well as fiance visas will 
also have to be capped," he said. 

"Given, the large pipeline al- 
ready in process and further pres- 
sure on this category as 
disappointed fiance applicants 
many in order to avoid the fiance 
restrictions, it may be that this 
number will only be achieved by 
introducing a spouse cap." 

Demand for spouse entry has 
increased during the past 12 


months, with most applications 
coming from China and other 
Asian rut ions, particularly Viet- 
nam and Hong Kong. 

The warnings conic after 
Monash University researchers 
publisltcd a study which found a 
majority of Australians believe 
immigration levels arc too higlu 
and that new arrivals arc flooding 
the job market. 

The research report shows 63 
percent ofthe I.SOO respondents, 
including 51 percent of migrants, 
believe immigration levels arc ex- 
cessive. 

Birrcll. an outspoken critic of 
immigration policies, has embar- 
rassed the Australian government 
with a series of studies highlight- 
ing what he secs as costly sltort- 
co mi rigs and anomalies in Austra- 
lia’s immigration program. 

He said last year that with high 
intakes of low skilled non-English 
speaking spouses likely to con- 
tinue, the long-term cost to Aus- 
tralian taxpayers "could be very 
high."

Academics Charge Britain With 
42 Rights Violations 


LONDON — Britain is guilty of 
at least 42 violations of 
international human rights 
conventions, with a particularly 
poor record on privacy and 
gqatring citizens equal protection 
under tire law, academics said. 

The Human Rights Center at 
Essex University in eastern Eng- 
land said the breaches will be de- 
tailed in a report it is to publish 
later this week. 

Bat The Observer newspaper 
said they include restriction of 
freedom of speech by a mediaeval 
blasphemy law and by an official 
secrets act, the absence of rights to 
privacy and to freedom of infor- 
mation and limits on the right to 
strike. 

It also said the report criticizes 
the fact that religious discrimina- 
tion is illegal only in Northern Ire- 


land while laws against racial dis- 
crimination do not extend to the 
province. 

"Our incoherent and inade- 
quate patchwork of antidiscrimi- 
nation laws means that people are 
being legally discriminated 
against every day in this country — 
even by government officials — 
and that they cannot get any re- 
dress,” said Francesca King, a re- 
search fellow at the center. 

Tire review looked at Britain’s 
compliance with accords it has 
signed such as the European Con- 
vention on Human Rights and the 
United Nations International Con- 
vention on Civil and Political 
Rights. 

It says that while Britain is 
committing no "gross violations", 
its legal, constitutional and politi- 
cal arrangements fail to protect 



NEW DELHI, India — Many 
foreign investors in Europe are 
willing to set aside a tiny 
percentage of their investment in 
India to curb child labor, a social 
activist said. 

“If foreign investors set aside, 
say, one hundredth of their invest- 
ment to spread primary education, 
that would help bring down child 
labor in India,” said Joseph 
Gathia, chairman of the Child La- 
bor Action Network, an umbrella 
group of 300 voluntary organiza- 
tions in India. 

Many industrialists arid trade 
promotion bodies in Germany, 
Switzerland, Belgium and the 
Netherlands contacted by the 
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group said they would be willing 
to support such a plan, Gathia said 
in an interview. 

Child labor is rampant in India. 
The federal government estimates 
that 17 million children toil in il- 
legal factories, making carpets, 
match sticks and fire crackers. 
Many of them also work in forms 
and as domestic servants. 

India’s laws ban child labor, 
but they are rarely enforced. 

A conference of 1 10 experts on 
child labor, that concluded in New 
Delhi on Sunday, urged India’s 
government to introduce compul- 
sory primary education as an ef- 
fective strategy to check the entry 
of children into tire work force. 

“We want edneation to be 
made a fundamental right,” 
Gathia said. 

The conference also suggested 
that the government hand out fi- 
nancial incentives to people who 
educate girls. The policy also 
would help cinb female infanti- 
cide, which is prevalent in many 

parts of the countty, he said.

Education, Crime and 
AIDS Top Concerns of 
Americans 

WASHINGTON — The decline 
of the U.S. educational system, the 
growth of crime and the spread of 
AIDS tops (he concerns of 
Americans, according to a poll. 

The survey of 4,000 people of 
voting age found that 62 percent 
said tire decline of the educational 
system "worries them a great 

deal," while 61 percent said crime 
and 62 percent said AIDS also 
worried them. 

Also among top concerns were 
the stale of the social welfare sys- 
tem (programs designed to help 
the poor) and the use of illegal 
drugs. 

Asked to rate the extent to 
which various issues concerned 
them, only 12 percent said they 
were concerned the Whitewater 
investigation would turn up seri- 
ous accusations against President 
Bill Clinton. 

Only 18 percent said they were 
worried a great deal that commu- 
nists would regain power in Rus- 
sia. The situation in Bosnia was 
also ranked low on the list of U.S. 
concerns.
